Chicago, January 10.—Declaring 
for universal female suffrage by 
constitutional amendment and ap- 
plauding speeches condemning s0- 
cialism, bolshevism and government 
ownership, the republican national 
committee today conferred on Chair- 
man Will H. Hays, who opened the 
meéting with prayer, what was 
taken to be full power to conduct 
affairs of the party in its efforts 
to defeat the democrats at the next 
national election. 

Resolutions laudatory of Theodore 
Roosevelt were adopted as intro- 
duced by John T. King, of Connec- 
ticutt, and plans were made at the 
suggestion of Chairman Hays to 
erect a permanent monument to the 
decedént by popular subscription. 

The democratic national adminis- 
tration twwas.denounced by commit- 
teemen for what was termed its 
tendency to socialism and for plac- 
ing control of the government de- 
partments in the hands of the mi- 
nority of the south, while the ma- 
jority of the north paid 90 per cent 

of the taxes, as worded by Governor 
’ Beeckman, of Rhode Island. 


Two Women Take Part. 


It was declared by Chairman. Hays 

and others that it was too early to 
consider a candidate for president, 
but many names were 
the informal talk of committeemen, 
while a separate meeting of Illinois 
republican ade arrangements to 
persuade Governor Frank O. Uowden 
to an» ce himself as a candidate. 

Two women took part in the de- 
liberations as holders of proxies, 
and their assistance was sought in 
ali the doings of the meeting. 

Mrs. Medill McCormick, of Illinois, 
chairman of the woman's executive 
committee, read a long report out- 
lining plans for woman's organiza- 
tions in every state and for the ac- 
tive participation of women in the 
national affairs of the party. 

Governor Beeckman, of Rhode Is- 
land, referred to the recent victory 
of the republicans in the congres- 

gional elections and said that the 
people of the north were tired of 
paying 90 per ‘cent of the taxes and 
having it expended by the minority 
of the south, which dominated the 
democratic national administration. 

Governor Burnquist, of Minnesota, 
denounced Bolshevism, anarchy and 
socialism, and said the hope of the 
country for the future was in the 
election of a republican president. 
He spoke of the activity of the non- 
partisan league in the northwest, 
and said the sympathy of the demo- 
eratic party had been with that 
organization. 

Criticises “Exxtravagance.” 

Governor Harding, of Iowa, critl- 
cised the democratic national ad- 
ministration for its extravagance 

_and inefficiency and referred to W. 
G. McAdoo, federal director of rail- 
roads, as “the crown prince.” 

“This is*too big and too great a 
country to be ruled by one corner 
of it,” said Governor Harding. “I 
hope the republican congress will 
see that the railroads are returned 
to their owners without delay.” 

Congressman Royal Johnson, of 
South Dakota, who appeared in the 
uniform of an army officer, and 
others made similar addresses. 

The committee gave Chairman 
Hays a vote of confidence and used 
him to name an executive and other 
committees at his discretion. 

The committee settled a contest 
over the national committeeship in 
Louisiana, which has been pending 
since the last republican national 
convention in 1916, by seating Emil 
Kuntz, a negro. F. C. Labit was 
the unsuccessful contestant. Both 
factions agreed to abide by the de- 
cision of the committee. 

The character of the memorial to 
be erected to Roosevelt will be de- 
cided by a special committee of 

which W. B. Thompson, of Yonkers, 
ON. Y¥., is chairman. The other mem- 
- bers of the committee will be named 
by Chairman Hays later.

BLAMES SITUATION 
ON WAR DEPARTMENT 


Caused by Lack of Index 
System, He Says, Which 
Is Also Responsible for 


Delay in Sending Out 
Allotments. 


Washington, January 10.—From 
eight to ten carloads of mail for 
American soldiers are undelivered 
in France, Second Assistant Post- 
master General Praeger told the 
senate postoffice committee today, 
and “thousands and probably mil- 


lions” of letters addressed ‘to the 
men overseas will arrive in New 
York soon to be sent to the dead Iet- 
ter office, where an attempt will be 
‘made to return them to the writers. 

Blame for the failure to deliver 
this mal was placed on the war de- 
partment by Mr. Praeger, who again 
explained that the army authorities 
handle all soldiers’ 
the postoffice department delivering 
outgoing mail at .Moboken and r@-} 
ving ‘returning mail at the 
French ports. 


Need Experienced Clerks, 


Mr. Praeger said one way to im- 
prove conditions overseas would be 
to send a force of experienced mail! 
clerks to France to deliver the mail 
to the soldiers. 

Members of the committee sought 
to ascertain whether there was any 
delay at French ports in handling 
mail coming to this country. 

“The trouble does not lie at the 
ports,” declared Mr. Praeger. “It 
lies in the interior. The mail gets 
tied up somewhere between army 
headquarters, censors. and the 
ports.” ' 

Mr. Praeger told thé committee 
one reason for the conto in the 
delivery of mail to soldiérs was the 
failure of the war department to 
keep up its index system. This 
same cause, he declared, also was 
responsible for the department's de- 
lay in sending out allotments to 
soldiers and in reporting casualties. 

Another source of delay in deliv- 
ering mail promptly, he added, was 
the transferring of units of troops 
from one point to another, put he 
said this should cause only ja few 
days’ delay as the mail coujd Peadily 
be forwarded to the iti Oops.

Paris, January 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—President Wilson, 
it is said, has virtually made up his 
mind how far he will support Italy’s 
claims at the peace table and in- 
formed Premier Orlando of his de- 
cision, but that it is probable his 
ideas will not be made known pub- 
licly until the peace delegates have 
been ‘advised of them. 

It is asserted by persons close to 
the pregident that he favors only 
partial indorsement of Italy’s am- 
bitions. The expectation has been 
expressed that President Wilson is 
agreeable to meeting the principal 
features of Italy’s claim to terri- 
tory undeniably Italian and essen- 
tial to safeguard her sovereignty 
and at the same time to recognize 
the territorial aspirations of the 
Jugo-Slavs.

Judge Hand Decides Case 
on Merits, Passing Over 
Question of Jurisdiction. 
Appeal Will Be Taken. 


New York, January 10.—The in- 
junction suit brought by the Com- 
mercial Cable company and the Com- 
mercial Pacific Cable company to 
restrain Postmaster General Burle- 
son from taking over for the gov- 
ernment their respective cable lines 
and merging them with lines con- 
trolled by the Western Union Tele- 
graph company was dismissed today 
by Federal Judge Learned Hand. 
Counsel for the companies announced 
that an appeal would be taken. 

Judge Hand decided the casé on 
its merits, passing without decision 
the jurisdictional questions raised 
by the United States district attor- 
ney, who contended that the suit 
could not be maintained on the 
grounds that it was directed against 
the United States and in effect 
against the president. 

Both Claims’ Rejected. 

Taking up the claims of plaintiffs 
that the seizure of the cable lines on 
November 16, five days after the’ 


. 

| justified by the joint resdlution of 
July 16, 1918, authorizing the presi- 
dent to seize cables when he deemed 
it “necessary for the national se- 
curity and defense,” and that the 
resolution itself was not a sufficient 
warrant for the seizure, Judge Hand 
decided both claims adversely. 

Commenting on the contention of 
counsel for the cable companies that 
the “necessity” for seizure within 


had terminated with the signing of 
the armistice, Judge Hand said: 

“The resolution expressly extends 
the powers until peace has been de- 
clared. Had they (congress) intend- 
ed that a suspension of hostilities 
should terminate the right, they 
would not have said precisely the 
contrary.” 

The right of congress to author- 
ize such a seizure by the president 
was justified by Judge Hand on the 
ground that, as commander-in-chief 
of*the armed forces of the nation, 
the president was permitted by the 
constitution to hold either money 
or property to be used for the na- 


tional defense.

Former Président Taft will pre- 
side at each rally, and will take with 
him on his tour of the country a 
group of speakers, including James 
W. Gerard, former ambassador to 
Germany; Henry Van Dyke, former 
minister to The Netherlands; Presi- 
dent A. Lawrence Lowell, of Har- 
vard university; Frank P. Walsh, 
formerly joint chairman of the Na- 
tional War Labor board; Mrs. Philip 
North Moore, president of the Na- 
tional Council] of Defense, and Rabbi 
Wise, of the Free synagogue, New 
York. Many other noted speakers 
will participate. 

The first meeting 
here on February 5 and 6. 
other dates follow: 

Boston, February 7 and 8; Chi- 
cago, 10 and 11; Minneapolis, 12 and 
13; Portland, Ore., 16 and 17; San

New York, January 10.—No hope 
of an early settlement of the strike 
which has paralyzed the port of 
New York for two days was appar- 
ent tonight. Leaders of the 16,000 
workers on tugs, lighters and ferry- 
boats declared emphatically that 
they were prepared for a finish 
fight. Their employers, members of 
the New York Boat Owners’ asso- 
ciation, were equally emphatic in 
their assertions that they never 
would yield to the demand for an 
eight-hour day. 

Baker Does Not Act. 

The visit to the city late today of 
Secretary of War Baker led to the 
hope that his influence might result 
in an adjustment, but the hope was 
short-4ived. When the secretary left 
tonight for Ottawa,~where he will 
speak tomorrow night, he had given 
no intimation that the war depart- 
ment would take a hand in the con- 
troversy.

RITISH GABINE! 
S MADE PUBLIC 


Will Be Headed by Lloyd- 
George as Premier and 
First Lord of the Treas- 
ury. 


Lendon, January 10.—The new 
cabinet of Premier Lloyd-George 
was announted tonight. It presents 
few surprises. The question the 
British newspapers are asking is 
whether Mr. Lloyd-George will rule 
his cabinet, or whether his conserv- 
ative advisers will dominate him. 

The majority of the members of 
the cabinet in high places are con- 
servatives, notably Andrew Bonar 
Law, Earl Cwrzon, Arthur J. Bal- 
four and Viscount Milner. Only four 
years ago their party regarded Mr. 
Lloyd-George as the conservatives 
today regard the Bolsheviki. 

The premier is pledged by his 
campaigning speeches to a sweep- 
ing program of liberal reforms, 
particularly the giving of land and 
houses to working men and dis- 
charged soldiers. His principal ad- 
visers are regarded as representa- 
tives of the land-owning interests, 
who, following tradition, would 
place barriers in the way of such 
reforms, 


Indian Is Member. 

The ministers without portfolios, 
George Nicoll Barnes and Sir Eric 
Geddes, have important duties for 
which there are no cabinet places. 
Mr. Barnes will represent labor at 
the Paris peace congress, while Sir 
Eric has undertaken the manage- 
ment of demobilization. 

One innovation is the selection for 
the first time of an Indian as a 
member of the government, Sir S. H 
Sinha having the place of under- 
secretary for India. 

Another is the appointment of 
Cecil Bishopp Hermsworth, brother 
of Lord Northcliffe, to succeed Lord 
Robert Cecil as under-secretary for 
foreign affairs.

Over 100 People Killed 
During Thursday’s 
Clash Between Strikers 
and Troops of Govern-

strikers and police were raging in 
all parts of the city. There was a 
particularly sharp conflict in front 
of the postoffice. If the fighting 
spreads in this district it probably 
will be necessary to close the cable 
office. 

Several attempts were made to- 
night to capture the first. district 
police station, one block from the 
American consulate. It is impos- 
sible at this time to make any cal-

Several Are Killed, 


Several persons were killed in 
clashes between strikers and gov- 
ernment forces today, and the gov- 
ernment, in view of the increasing 
gravity of the situation, decided to 
adopt the most severe measures to 
bring about normal conditions. The 
soldiers and police were instructed 
to shoot whenever necessary and 
to put down outbreaks of violence 


The regional federation has or- 
dered that the general strike be con- 
tinued indefinitely and has instruct- 
ed its members to oppose all acts 
of aggression by the government 
forces under the command of Gen. 
Dellepiane, who has about 4,000 
men, 


To supplement the troops and po- 
lice, leaders of the radical party to- 
day organized a white guard of 
10,000, and tonight marines and sail- 
ors from the cruiser Gafibaldi dis- 
embarked to aid in patrolling the 
city. 

The strikers began the day by 
shooting into every business house 
which attempted to open and after 

shops had Closed devoted their 
energies to burning privately own- 
ed automobiles. A cavalry patrol 
this afternoon had a pitched battle 
with a group of Russians who had 
sacked a gun shop. Cavalry has 
taken over the municipal slaughter 
house to insure a proper distribu- 
tion of meat. This the strikers had 
tried to prevent. 

Not a Train Running. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon the 
railways announced that not a 
train was running in the republic. 
The only newpaper permitted to cir- 
culate today was La Vanguardia, 
the socialist organ, other news- 
papers being burned by the strikers 
as fast as they appeared. The news- 
paper offices are guarded by na- 
tional police. Police reports indi- 
cate that more than 100 £persons 
were killed in the affrays of yester- 
day and last night. 

The chief of police this afternoon 
placarded the city, asking the citi- 
zens to remain calm nd declaring 
that the forces now in the capital 
would be able to bring about nor- 
mal conditions within a short time. 
He also issued a decree ordering 
women to remain off the streets as 
the police were unable to guaran- 
tee them protection. 

The newspapers say the strike is 
the outcome of a bolshevik revolu- 
tionary movement by foreign agita- 
tors, who rush through the streets 
in taxicabs bearing red flags. These 
agitators bear no resemblance to the 
Spaniards, Italians or Argentineans, 
who compose the bulk of the labor- 
ing class. The police make no at- 
tempt to halt the speeding agita- 
tors or to compel a removal of the 
red flags, 

Famous as one of the world’s most 
beautiful cities, Buenos Aires in the 
past twenty-four hours has assumed 
the appearance of a city stricken 
with some terrible pestilence. 

The streets are littered with the 
wreckage of vehicles, garbage and 
papen Corrugated steel shutters 
cover the windows of the business 
houses, all of which are closed. Sen- 
tinels with rifles over their shoul- 
ders stand at the street crossings 
and the national mounted police ride 
through the streets with their rifles 
slung on their saddle pommels and 
with full cartridge belts.

SHIPPERS OPPOSE 
RAIL SECRETARY 


Do Not Favor Federal In- 
“corporation — Give Out- 
line of Proposition to Be 
Presented to the Senate 
Committee. 


Washington, January 10.—Atti- 
tude of shippers’ interests, railroad 
securities owners, and state com- 
missions toward railroad legislation 
became known in part here today, 
in advance of their presentation by 
representatives of the various in- 
terests to the senate interstate com- 
merce committee next week. 

The shippers oppose establish- 
ment of a secretary of transporta- 
tion, and federal incorporation of 
railroad companies, as advocated by 
railway executives, and propose the 
following: 

Rates sufficiently liberal to guar- 


antee proper maintenance of rail- 
ways and ample returns to security 
holders; government regulation by 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, maintenance of the functions 
of the state commissions; common 
use of terminals and other facili- 
ties; co-operation amiong railways 
to promote efficiency of service, but 
with pooling and unification agree- 
ments subject strictly to the inter- 
state commerce commission, and 
restoration of the roads to private 
ownership as soon as remedial leg- 
islation has been enacted. 


Plan of Security Owners, 


Railroad security owners oppose 
the five-year extension of governs 
ment control, 
the roads to private management 
after enactment of legislation pav- 
ing the way for partial unification. 
They are opposed also to the execu- 
tives’ plans for creating a secretary 
of transportation and for federal in- 
corporation. of railroads. 

Among the proposals of the state 
railroad commissions are that state 
governments should retain their au- 
thority over intra-state rates and 
regulations, that regional rate com- 
missions should be created to assist 
the interstate commerce commision, 
and that the federal commission and 
state commissions co-operate in a 
matters of railway regulation. Th¢ 
ornose the plan for a secretary 
transportation and federal incor O- 
ration and insist that the so-called 
“twilight zone” of authority between 
federal and state governments does 
not truly exist. 

The proposed legislative programs 
of these interests will be present- 
ed to the senate committee next 
week. Shippers will be represented 
by the National Industrial Traffic 
league and by Clifford’ Thorne, a 
shippers’ attorney; security holders 
by the National Association of Own- 
ers of Railroad Securities, for which

GORDON SOLDIERS 


WILL LEAVE TODAY 
FOR UNION COUNTY 


Government Will Make 
Every Attempt to Arrest 
the Assailants of Deputy 
Marshal Dixon and to 
Round-Up Some 100 De- 
serters. 


PICKED MEN COMPOSE 
MILITARY EXPEDITION 


Col. Herman Glade Will 
Be in Command of Force. 
Deserters Are Reported 
to Be Making Their Way 
Towards the Tennessee 
Line. 


Following a conference between 
Major Joel B. Mallet, selective serv- 
ice officer of Georgia, and Major 
General George Cameron, com- 
manding officer at Camp Gordon, 
held Friday afternoon at the camp, 
at the request of Governor Hugh 
Dorsey, who had been appealed to 
by the authorities in Union county 
for assistance in an attempt to 
round up George Crawley, a desert- 
er from Camp Gordon, and about 
one hundred other deserters, a mil- 


itary expedition will leave this 
morning at 7 o’clock on a special 


train for Culberson, S. C., at 7 
o’clock, from which point they will 
go to the scene of the trouble. 

The demand for this expedition 
follows the encounter Thursday in 
Union county betweep Crawley and 
other members of his family and 
federal and state authorities, who 


which Deputy Marshal Ben F, Dix- 
on was shot and probably fatally 
wounded. The shooting took place 
seven miles from Blairsville and 
twenty-five miles from the nearest 
railroad. 

Immediately after the shooting 
the local exemption board appealed 
to Major Mallet to send assistance, 
representing the situation as seri- 
ous. United States Commissioner 
W. E. Candler, of Blairsville, also 
asked for additional assistance 
from Deputy Marshal Robert Ram- 
speck. The marshal’s office imme- 
diately dispatched a small force to 
Blairsville.

Another appeal for assistance 
was sent by local authorities to 
Governor Dorsey Friday and he 
gave Major Mallet authority to put 
the matter before the authorities 
at Camp Gordon and ask for gov- 
ernment assistance in arresting 
George Crawley and a number of 
other men in that section who 
either failed to register under the 
selective service law or deserted 
from Camp Gordon after they were 
drafted.

Owing to Length of Trial 
and Important Issues In- 
volved, Judge Newman’s 
Decision Is Not Expect- 
ed for Ten Days. 


When the time came for the ad- 
journment of court on Friday At- 
torney James A. Branch, who is 
associated with Attorney R. W. Mar- 
tin, of Pittsburg, and Congressman 
William Schley Howard, as counsel 
for Charles Banning, wealthy cap- 


{talist of Pittsburg, who is seeking 


release from his internment at Fort 
Oglethorpe, had not entirely con- 
cluded his final argument in the 
case, so Judge W. T. Newman s6um- 
moned those interested in the hear- 
ing to return Saturday morning at 


‘10 o’clock. 


The habeas corpus proceedings in- 
stitutea by Banning have extended 
far beyond the time expected by the 
attorneys. Beginning Monday morn- 


ing it was thought that the hearing 
would probably end Tuesday or 
Wednesday at the latest, but the 
questions of international law in- 
volved have proved to be more in- 
tricate than had ween supposed and, 
consequently, the case has spun 
itself out over the entire week. 
Though the hearing will, without 
doubt, be closed after a short ses- 
sion Saturday, it is not Il™ely that 
Judge Newman will render his de- 
cision for some ten days or more, 
owing to the mass of evidence which 
he has been presented, and which 
he will go over in tne form of briefs. 


No New Developments, 


There were no new developments 
on Friday, the arguments set forth 
being mostly an expansion of those 
suggested in the earlier days of the, 
hearing. The district attorney was 
the first to speak at the morning 
session, continuing the presentation 
of the government’s side of the ques- 
tion. is entire argument on the 
two days covered a period of almost 
five hours. 

One of the accusations brought 
against Banning wasthat he sought 
the privileges of American citizen- 
ship and then escaped its obliga- 
tions. The district attorney made 
the statement that there are as 
many as 10,000 native Germans who 
have been naturalized as American 
citizens, now living in their moth- 
er country, yet endeavoring to hold 
on to the advantages of their Amer- 
ican citizenship, without perform- 
ing any of the obligations which go 


with that honor. “A man cannot 
swing on to American citizenship 
and then go to some other place 
and there perform all the function 
of a citizen, as Mr. Banning has 
tried to do,” he concluded. 

Banning was interned as a dan- 
gerous enemy alien in November, 
1918, without being given a hearing, 
an action which the president was 
empowered to take during the,.timeé 
of war. The argument of the peti- 
tioner is that he is an American 
citizen and, therefore, entitled to a 
hearing. 

Attacks Are Answered. 

In answering the two attacks 
made by the government on Ban- 
ning’s citizenship—first, that he has 
expatriated himself on account of 
long residence in Berlin since his 
naturalization, and intent to make 
that his city his home, and second, 
that the naturalization is not legal 
on account of an omission in the 
oath—Attorney Branch contended 
Friday that neither of these objec- 
tions affected his client’s standing 
as an American citizen. 

“Mr. Banning’s declaration and 
oath,’’ Mr. Branch said, ‘were made 
out on forms approved by the secre- 
tary of state, and must, it would 
seem, be binding. If Mr. Banning’s 
papers were faulty, there must be 
many others which are likewise, but 
these have not been challenged.” 

Mr. Branch cited proof of Ban- 
ning’s intention to continue his 
American residence and citizenship 
in the fact that he registered with 
the American consul in Berlin. No 
American citizen is required to reg- 
ister with a foreign consul until he 
has been in that country two years, 
he said. It is claimed by the coun- 
sel for the defense that Banning 
never remained in Berlin as long as 
two years without returning to 
America. 

Banning remarked after the trial 
that the thing he wishes is to go 
to some quiet spot where he can 
“live at peace with his neighbors.” 
He came to this country somethipg 
over thirty years ago as a repre- 
sentative of the Naylor, Benzon 
company, an English iron and steel 
importing firm. He had been liv- 
.in England, having gone there 
from his home in Westphalia, 
Prussia. 

Making a start in the steel busi- 
ness in this coutnry, he made a for- 
tune in the manufacture and sale of 
this commodity, being formerly the 
senior partner of the Banning- 
Cooper company, a firm which is now 
liquidated. 

At the time when he might nave 
been considered a most successful 
man, having accumulated, it is said, 
in the neighborhood of $3,000,000, 
most of which is now invested in 
stocks and bonds in this country, 
Banning is faced with a situation 
which may leave him without the 
right to citizenship either in his 
rig country or that of his adop- 
ion,

PROVIDED IN MEASURE 


Washington, January 10.—Aid in 
extension of American foreign trade 
is provided in the annual legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill for 1920, reported today to the 
house. The measure carries appro- 
eriations totalling $96.318,900, ap- 
proximately %7,000,000 more “has 
the 1919 bill. 


For the expansion of America’s 
appropriation of 


that made in 1919, contemplates the 
sending of agents of the bureau 
throughout the. world to investigate 
opportunities for American business. 

Assistance also would. be given 
American firms engaged in foreign 
trade through the state department, 
additions being provided for the de- 
partment’s staff of trade advisers 
and legal experts. 

In providing for state department 
needs, the bill abolishes the title of 
counsellor for the department and 
substitutes.the title of under-secre- 
tary of state. ! 

The increase in appropriations 
carried by the bill is due largely to 
provisions for the 1920 census, the 
amount proposed for that purpose be- 
ing $13,650,700. The other princi al 
increase is an appropriation of $2,- 
238,000 over the 1919 appropriation 
for the internal revenue bureau. 

Reductions from the 1919 bill con- 
sist mainly in elimination of many 
positions created during the way, 
more than six millions of dollars 
being cut from the war, navy and 
state department’s pay rolls. Con- 
tingent expense funds of various de- 
partments were cut several hundred 
thousand dollars, while military re- 
search work by the bureau of stand- 
ards is eliminated at a saving of 
$460,000. 

Discontinuance of the sub-treas- 
uries at Baltimore, Boston, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, New Orleans, New York, 
Philadelphia. St. Louis and San 
Francisco also reduced the appro- 
priations $463,000. Development of 
the federal reserve system, in the 
opinion of the house appropriations 
sub-committee, has eliminated the 
necessity of maintaining the sub- 
treasuries. 


“Citizen of World,” 
Says Alleged Slacker . 
Now in Fulton Jail 


That he is a citizen of the world, 
and not of any country, is the claim 
of Morris Becker, supposed Il. W. W 
member, who, having been released 
from the federal prison after serv- 
ing a term for conspiring to defeat 
the selective service law, is now 
held in the Fulton county jail pend- 
ing trial for failing to register last 
summer, when he appeared before 
Judge W. T. Newman Friday to ask 
that he be released on bond in order 
that he may go to New York fora 
visit to relatives. 

Becker, who isa Russian by 
birth, insists that he is not ready 
for trial, and has asked an indefinite 
postponement until his attorney, 
who is in New York, can come to 
Atlanta. Judge Newman offered to 
assign counsel to Becker inorder 
that his trial may be concluded, but 
the prisoner would not consent to 
this, his one idea being to “get out 
on bond.” 

The district attorney explained to 
Judge Newman that Becker's at- 
torney had written asking that a 
$1,000 Liberty Bond be accepted in 
place of bail for his client. This 
offer was refused, personal security 
being idiemanded. Nevertheless, the 
lawyer forwarded,the bond, which 
the district attorney has declined to 
take out of the postoffice. 

Until satisfactory arrangements 
for the giving of bond can be made, 
Becker was returned to jail. He 
will be brought into court again 
Saturday. 

When asked if he were a citizen 
of Russia, Becker replied in broken 
English, but very seriously, “As I 
have told you before, I am a citizen 
of the world.”

Jimmy Alexander—beg pardon, 
Captain James Alexander, United 
States air service—and I want to 
know what America 1s going to do 
with a golden opportunity it 
doesn’t know what to do with. 

Said opportunity being aviation, 
Jimmy—must I call him captain 
merely because I'm a shavetail 
louie?—and I got together yester- 
day afternoon and talked the mat- 
ter over, pro and con, but for all 
we could say or think of, the coun- 


try is today in no better fix with its 
opportunity. 


Here’s th situation, maybe yo 
can help ust . dale 

America has aviation on her 
hands. She has unlimited energies 
stored up during the war for de- 
veloping aeronautics: invaluable 
skilled labor, endless sources of 
material and some 20,000 trained 
fliers. Never before in all the his- 
tory of sciences has a science been 
in such good shape for develop- 
ment as aviation. 


Up te America, 


And it is up to America, as a mat- 
ter of national pride, if nothing 
else, to make of aviation a leading 
science and attainment. 

But how is she going to do it? 

That’s the question that drove Jim- 
my and me to ginger ale, with lithia 
on the side, when I went down and 
talked to him at his desk in the 
Atlanta National bank, where he 
has gone back to his duties as as- 
sistant cashier. 
_ Aviation cannot be commercial- 
ized to any great extent yet awhile 
—certainly not-to the extent of 
using the planes 
which manufacturers are able to 
turn out at the present time by the 
resources accumulated during the 
war. The Packard company, alone, 
is able to turnout fifty Hispano-

When he talks of the vast facili- 
ties that America has acquired for 
the manufacture of planes you can 
almost see the skieg darken with 
fabric-coated wings being hurled 
along at the roaring behest of that 
young twelve-cylinder cyclone, the 
Liberty motor.

Paris, January 9.—In mysterious 
Mecca’s archives is the most won- 
derful genealogical record in the 
world—a roll of parchment about

places, is Hussein, the new king of 
the Arabs, whose rise insured the 
downfall of the Turks.

mantle is Feisal, the 32-year-old son 
of Hussein, who is now ruler of the 
Syrian government, with his seat in 
Saladin’s city of Damascus.» He is 
at present in Paris.

ARRIVES INU. 8. 


Many of the Georgia Boys 
Whom He Trained at 
Camp Wheeler Saw 
Bloody Fighting as Re- 
placement Troops. 


Newport News, Va., January 10.— 
(Special.)—Brigadier General Wal- 
ter A. Harris, of Macon, Ga., who ar- 
rived this morning with his aides, 
Lieutenants W. M. Haile and Rob- 
ert R. Ingman, of Savannah, and 
headquarters of the 174th infantry 
brigade, on board the U.S. 8S. Mad- 
awaska, from France, stated that al- 
though, the 61st infantry brigade 
the old Georgia national guard, 
which he commanded and trained at 
Camp Wheeler, did not see action on 
the battle fronts as a unit, the Geor- 
gia boys as members of replacements 
took part i nthe bloodiest battles of 
the war. General Harris will leave 
the debarkation camp here in a few 
days for Camp Dix. 

All soldiers, excepting the 1,200 
sick and wounded who were in 
charge of the navy medical corps, 
were in command of General Harris 
on the trip across the Atlantic. In 
addition to his brigade headquarters 
there were aboard six companies of 
casuals and about 150 casual offi- 
cers. The casuals were sent to 
Camp Hill, the sick and wounded 
to the debarkation hospitals and the 
others to Camp Stuart. 


Trained Georgia Men. 

“T trained the old Georgia nation- 
al guard at Camp Wheeler,” stated 
the Georgian this morning. “The 
unit left the states as the 6lst in- 
fantry brigade, a part of the 3lst 
division. Upon arrival in France 
we anticipated an early call to the 
front. The call did not come for the 
regiment. 

“However, from time to time the 
Sixty-first was drawn from for re- 
placements. As the Huns tore a 
part of the American fighting army 
to pieces, our Sixty-first men were 
taken to fill the roles. A part of 
the Sixty-first brigade was reorgan- 
ized and called the 151lst machine gun 
battalion, attached to the Rainbow 
division, 

“This 151lst machinge gun battalion 
has made itself famous. Those of 
the boys who will go back to Georgia 
should have a hearty welcome from 
the people. It is said abroad that 
the Georgia boys are almost too 
keen for the fizht: they are over- 
zealous; but that was the sort of 
Spirit that conquered the Hun. 

“Upon the breaking up of the 
Sixty-first brigade I was put in 
Brigadier General W. F. Martin’s 
division, the Eighty-seventh, in 
command of the Seventeenth bri- 
gade. Our headquarters came in on 
the Madawaska this morning.” 


Happy to Reach United States, 

Lieutenant Ingman, who directed 
the movement of the troops from 
the transport, and Lieutenant Haile, 
who accompanied the general in 
preparing for the short trip to de- 
barkation headquarters, and thence 
to camp, stated they were most 
happy to be on United States soil 
again; but that they would not be 
really happy until they get home to 
Georgia. 

“We had a delightful trip across 
from France, stated the _ aides. 
“The weather was balmy and ev- 
erybody lived on deck. There was 
the heartiest feeling of comrade- 
ship among all persons on board, 
and the days passed rapidly. We 
left France December 28.’

tervals of inaction since noon today. 

The machine gun firing in the 
newspaper quarter is almost con- 
tinuous, and the adjacent streets are 
not open to traffic, either because 
they have been closed by military 
posts or because bullets render them 
unsafe. 

The government has a large num- 


‘ber of troops in readiness, and the, 


attacks seem likely to continue to a 
decision. 
Fighting Quiecting Down. 
The Wolff Bureau offices were the 
scene of a short combat during the 
night. The plant of The Vorwaerts

Scattered shots have 
fallen about the building during the 
day, but no attack has.as yet been 
made on it.

New York, January 10.—There was 
a heavy sharp break in the cotton 
market today with March contracts 
selling off to 26.14 or 106 points 
below last night's closing figures 
and closing at that level with tbe 
general list closing easy at a net 
decline of 90 to 120 points. 

The market opened steady at an 


- advance of 20 points to a decline of 
 § points, which was a poor response 
_ to the firm showing of Liverpool. 
‘The English market broke sharply 
right after the local opening, how- 
ever, while there was a good deal 
of Liverpool selling here and prices 
soon weakened. The selling seemed 
to become more general and aggres- 
#1V¥Ve as prices worked lower and 
stop-orders were uncovered on the 
decline which extended to 27.70 for 
January and 25.01 for May in the 
later trading, with the general list 
showing net losses of about 90 to 
120 points and closing at approxi- 
mately the low point of the day. 

There was considerable southern 
as well as Liverpool selling, but the 
greater part of the pressure was at- 
tributed to Wall street and local 
operators, who were supposed to 
be influenced by nervousness over 
labor conditions, the unsettled rul- 
ing of the steel market long re- 
garded as a barometer of general 
trade, and the heaviness of the stock 
market. Private cables attributed 
the early advance in Liverpool to 
light trade buying on the higher spot 
basis and the break later was sup- 
posed to reflect the relatively weak 
epening of the New York market. 

The French commission and do- 
mestic trade interests were eredited 
with buying on the late degline, but 
otherwise the support was supposed 
to be chiefly in the way of cover- 
ing shorts. 


_ "SELLING CAUSES DECLINE 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, January 10.— De- 
clines of about a cent and a half a 
pound were caused in cotton today 
by a selling movement based princi- 
pally on the labor troubles reported 
by New York. Selling here was 
mainly sympathetic with the decline 
in the northern market. Bearish 
traders were aggressive and they 
forced much liquidation from recent 
buyers. Around the opening prices 
were advanced 17 to 25 points on 
over-night buying orders and the 
market retained something of the 
bullish feeling it had yesterday, but 
in the second hour of trading pres- 
sure was felt and it increased as the 
session progréssed. Lowest prices 
were reached late in the day, when 
the active months were 135 to 158 
points down from she topmost levels 
and 110 to 141 pofnts under the close 
-of yesterday. Last prices showed 
net losses of 100 to 136 points. 

After the middle of the morning 
the market met with next to no 
support and although much bullish 
comment was heard regarding the 
“export movement for the week 
which, from all ports, amounted to 
134,950 bales as against 91,629 bales 
during the same week last year. 
Spots lost 25 points, which reduced 
middling to 30 cents. March at its 
lowest traded at 26 cents, closing 
at the bottom, a discount of $20 a 
bale under spots.

New York, January 10.—There 
was no essential change today from 
the extremely professional and re- 
stricted conditions which have thus 
far this year governed the daily 
sessions of the stock market. 

The few definite developments in-

quacy of provisions in the joint 
resolution for compensation for the 
seized lines, and the claim that Mr. 
Burleson was “partial” and was 
seeking to bring about government 
ownership of the lines, the court 
said: 
Allegations Irrelevant. 

“The allegations touching the par- 
tiality of defendant, Burleson, are 
irrelevant. He will not make the 
preliminary estimates of the com- 
pensation due, but the president, 
who has not even deputed the de- 
fendant to act for him. Even had 
he done so, the final decision rests 
with him. But the whole question 
is irrelevant in any case because of 
the resort given to the court of 
claims.” 

Following the rendering of the 
decision, William J. Deegan, secre- 
tary of the Mackay companies,’ is- 
sued a statement announcing that 
an appeal would be taken at once. 

“There is one phase of the deci- 
sion, however, which is exceedingly 
gratifying,” he said. “We allege in 
our bill of complaint that the dele- 
gation of authority by the president 
to Burleson was illegal. The court 
practically sustains that position, 
and that, applied to our land line 
system, knocks out the award of 
compensation of $1,680,000 which 
Burleson gave wus, although we 
earned $4,269,000, 

“This award was made by Burle- 
son alone and not at all by the 
president, so this decision by Judge 
Hand would appear to invalidate it.”
